The following statement was issued bv the I.R.A. the da* 
after ihe bomb exploded. 

"The Irish Republican Army admits responsibility for plant¬ 
ing the bomb In Enniskillen yesterday, which exloded with 
such catastrophic consequences. We deeply regret what occur 
red. Genera! Headquarters has now established that one ol 
our units placed a remote-coni rolled bomb in St. Michael's 
aimed at catching Crown forces personnel on patrol in con¬ 
nection with the Remember once Day service but not during 
it. The bomb blew up without being triggered by our radio 
signal. 

There has been an ongoing battle for supremacy between 
the I.R.A. and British army electronic engineers over the use 
of remote-control bombs. In the past, some of our landmines 
have been triggered by the British army Manning high fre 
quencies and other devices have been jammed and neutralised 
On each occasion we overcame the problem and recently be* 
lleved that wi were In advance of British counter meusures. 

In the present climate, nothing we can say in explanation 
can be given ihe attention which ihc truth deserves, not will 
It compensate the feedings of the injured or bereaved 


And so it it highly probable 
at least, that the explosion 
was accidental. This of course 
does not make it any less of 
a catastrophy, but when we 
come to evaluate the incident 
we have to view it in the 
context of tile situation which 
exists today in N. Ireland. 

The simple fact Is that 
there Is a war going on in 
Ireland, and in this war, as 
in all wurs, innocent people 
are getting hurt all the time.

One of the blokes I work 
with happens to be a Pole 
who came to Britain after 
the Second World War. Be¬ 
cause of the language diffi¬ 
culties which he still experi¬ 
ences, he doesn't always pick 
pick up on all of the finer 
points of the arguments (hat 
go on between myself and 
the other lads. But that 
doesn't stop him coming to 
the same conclusion as the 
rest of them, namely that 

anyone with views to the left 
of the Labour Party is auto¬ 
matically pro-Russian. 

HYPOCRITICAL 

He tells me (hat If I had 
lived under the Russians as 

he has, then I would not 

speak the way that I do, and 
that I should thank myself 
lucky to live in a place as 
free as Britain. He tells me 
about things such as the lack 
of free speech in the; Pastern 
Bloc, about how if his sister, 
who is a schoolteacher in the 
Ukraine was to recieve let¬ 
ters from England then she 
might lose her Job, and he 
talks about tbe restrictions 
that exist on freedom of 

movement in these countries. 

Now don't get me wrong. 
I'm no lover of the system 
of oppression that exists in 
the Soviet Union. I despise 
it as much as the next person 
but to me, my friend's state¬ 
ments about It appear hypo¬ 
critical when he tries to 
imply that there is nothing 
like that in this country. 

FREEDOM ? 

For a start what he says 
about freedom of the press 
and free speech. How can 
anyone claim that the nation¬ 
al daily newspapers in Britain 
constitute a free press, when 
they are all entirely owned 
by a hnndful of millionaires.? 
Obviously they are going to 
use the control this allows 
them, to promote the ideology 
which supports them and 
their friends posessmg such 
power and wealth, and to 
suppress the expression of ra¬ 
dical ideas which may threat- 


claimed that they represent 
the views of ordinary people, 
anymore than T.A.S.S. or 
Pravda do in Russia. 

T.V. gives us another ex¬ 
ample of the lack of free 
expression in this country. 
Any programme made about 
Northern Ireland which al¬ 
lows pro-Repuhcans to air 
their views, is nearly always 
censored if not banned alto¬ 
gether. The government justi¬ 
fy this by arguing that allow¬ 
ing such people to express 
their views (even though they 
may enjoy the support of 
large sections of the commu¬ 
nity, as with Gerry Adams 
elected M.P. for West Belfast 
Mnd several times banned 
from speaking on the Telly) 
constitutes a threat to the 
stability of the state, and 
therefore cannot be allowed. 
Is this not exactly the same 
argument the Russian state 
uses to Justify it's actions 
when it bans films, books, 
plays etc ? Yet our govern 
mem calls that a denial of 
freedom. 

BIAS • 

It is not only groups in 
Northern Ireland who suffer 
from media bias in this way, 
as trade unionists, and the 
miners in particular, quickly 
realised when they saw the 
level of distortion and lies 
told about them during their 
dispute. Many of them were 
to ruefully admit that they 
would never before the strike 
have dreamed that such a 
level of medui manipulation 
by the stale could happen in 
this country. 

As for what our Polish 
friend was telling us about 
the* possibility of his sister 
losing her Job If she was sus 
pected of having close links 
with people in the west, well 
there are plenty of people 
in this country who lose their 
jobs or cannot Mnd work for 
political reason*. Victims of

COMPARISONS 

More comparisons arise 
when you start to talk about 
the lack of freedom of move¬ 
ment. Muny Russian citizens 
might not have the freedom 
to live wherever they want, 
but doesn't exactly the same 
situation exist, if in a more 
subtle way, in this country, 
in the way in which house 
prices and lack of council 
housing in certain areas, en¬ 
sures that there are areas in 
which the rich live apart 
from the poor. As for the 
more direct approach of phy¬ 
sically preventing people from 
moving about the country, 
what about during the miner* 
strike, when tens of thous¬ 
ands of people were regularly 
physically stopped from en¬ 
tering or leaving certain 
counties, simply because they 
were suspected of being pick¬ 
ets nr of bringing aid to the 
minors. 

But undoubtedly the clear¬ 
est example of the British 
state restricting the freedom 
of movement of it's citizen*, 
is seen by looking again at 
Northern Ireland. Despite the 
government’s insistence that 
this is also part of Britain, 
this doesn't stop them from 
operating u piece of legisla¬ 
tion known as an Exclusion 
order, which allows them to 
ban someone from there from 
entering the "mainland" or 
to deport someone from there 
back, under threat of immed¬ 
iate imprlkonment if they re¬ 
turn. The Home Secretary, 
who signs the* order, does not 
have to give any specific 
reason for it, nor prove any 
possible allegations against 
the victim, who does not 
have to be charged with any 
criminal offence, and has no 
right of appeal against the 
order.

A LIFE SENTENCE 


MENS 
CHOICE 
NOT 


As we enter the eighth year of Thatcher’s government, we 
have seen more retractions of basic rights than at any other 
time in the last thirty years. The latest threat to those 
rights comes, ironically, from » member of the Liberal Party, 
in the shape of David Alton. H e 1* proposing a hi ll to ra di- 
cally change the abortion laws. 

At present, the legal limit 
in which an abortion can be 
performed is 28 weeks. Alton 
wants this reduced to 18 
weeks. Also at present, it li 
the case that if your G.P. 
is satisfied that your de¬ 
cision to have an abortion is 
one that has been reached 
without u necessary pressure 
and for practical reasons, he 
can then authorise the opera¬ 
tion there and then. Alton 
wants this changed as well. 


EXPLANATION 

One of the explanations 
given for the proposed reduc¬ 
tion in time limit, is that it 
would he beneficial to wom¬ 
en's health, it is less danger¬ 
ous and the churn e of comp 
lications is reduced if abor¬ 
tions are performed within 
the projjosed new time span. 
On the issue of the freedom 
to choose abortion on demand 
Alton maintains that life is 
life, and that it is morally 
wrong to take the life of an 
unborn child, unlew It is una¬ 
ble to survive In the womb, 
or has serious handicaps 
which show up while a scan 
is taking place. That is why 
his bill also includes a clause 
making it necessary to have 
a medical reason to support 
a claim lor abortion, or at 
least some mitigating cirvum-

KICK IN THE TEETH 

His brilliant idea of there 
needing to be exceptional 
circumstances before an ub- 
ortion can be granted is u 
kick in the teeth for the 
rights of women to make 
their own dec isions about 
what they should or shouldn't 
do with their own bodies. 
Having, or indeed not having 
a baby, has got to be a 
women's choice, nobody else's 

It is naive to think that 
such a Bill, if passed, will 
stop women from having 
abortions. Certain sections 
of society, where money is 
no probi**m, such as middle 
das* women, will still he able 
to book into private dimes 




fer under these orders have 
had no links at all with anv 
para-military organisation. 

Again when people talk 
about people being lea ked up 
without fair trial or even 
shot because of their political 
views, we only have to look 
as far as Ireland to see how 
the British state operates in 
exactly the same fashion. In 
1972, hundreds of men, most 
of whom had no connection 
with any para military organi¬ 
sation were arrested and in¬ 
terned without any charges 
being brought against them 
or trial, merely because they 
were "suspet ted" of being 
terrorists. Some were held 
for up to three years. 

SHOOT TO KILL 

The British state hus also 
operated at various times in 
Ireland, a shoot to kill policy, 
when some people suspected 
of belonging to para-military 
organisations have been am- 


abroad. To them, the Bill 
would be Just an annoyance, 
an inconvenience. To working 
das* women of course, it 
would be catastrophic, forcing 
them hack to back-street 
abortionists, with all the 
risks at latched. 

SUPPORT 

Alton seems to have gained 
the support of many hack 
bend) Tory M.P.s. The Prime 
Minister herself harbours the 
idea that women should be 
returned to the home, to look 
after their children and the 
home. This idea is being hel¬ 
ped along by the closure of 
day care centres and by child 
minders becoming more and 
more scarce, and of course 
this eases the dole figures 
somewhat. 

Make no mistake, Alton is 
an anti-abortionl*t. If he 
could push through a Bill to 
outlaw abortion altogether 
he would do so. Tile last time 
this was attempted bv John 
Corrte in 1979 such a bac k 
lash followed that the at¬ 
tempt was crushed. So this 
time, Alton i* taking it u bit 
ea*ter, attacking just some 
aspects of abortion rights. 
But the* eventual aim is ex¬ 
actly the same as it was with 
Corrte. If they succeed with 
this they will soon be* back 
for more. 

CHOICE 

As socialists, we should not 
let this infringement of wom¬ 
en's rights go unnoticed. This 
Bill must not succeed. Worn 
en must have the choice to 
determine* their own lives as 
they see fit. 


hushed and shot dead, without 
any attempt to capture them 
or bring them to trial. A 
clear case of a state authori¬ 
sing the summary execution 
of someone whom it considers 
to b»* a threat. 

As I have said before, I am 
not trying to justify the bru¬ 
tal actions of the govern¬ 
ments of the Eastern Bloc 
Countries, or the* lack of 
freedoms which exist there. 
I am merely trying to point 
out how our own governments 
have done, and will continue 
to use the same sort of tac¬ 


tics against you and me, as 
soon as they consider us to 
be a threat to their rule. 

To finish on a more light¬ 
hearted note, I leave you with 
a quote from the film "Letter 
to Brezhnev" The story ts 
about a Liverpool girl who 
meets d Russian sailor on 
leave, for whom she eventu¬ 
ally leaves Liverpool to marry 
Talking about their two coun¬ 
tries, the Russian lad says 
"In Russia if you don't work 
you don't eat" "yea" the 
scouse girl sighs "It's much 
the same over here". 


Conference Time 

After more than a decade of what Tonv Henn described as 
"12 wasted years of monetarism and militarism", sections of 
ihe hard left of the labour movement itulhered in his Chest¬ 
erfield constituency over the weekend of the 24th/25th of 
October, with the expressed aim «/ putting radical socialism 
back on the agenda of British politic* 

The conference, jointly organised by the Campaign group 
of Labour M.P.s, the* Independent Socialist Society and the 
Soi letv of Soc ialist Economists attracted over 2,000 delegates 
from both inside and outside the Labour Party, as well us 
foreign observers from Nicaragua, Germany, South Africa and 
the Soviet Union. 

Arthur Scargtll, who rightly called for mass industrial 
action and general extra-parliamentary activity, was critical 
of several of his associates, saying that he could hear similar 
viewpoint* "anytime from the Labour Parly right wing lead- 
• rship". lie called for regional Parliament with devolved pow¬ 
er. totally accountable to their local electorate, retirement 
on full pay at 50, sweeping import controls, withdrawal from 
the- F.E.C., the abolition of private schools and medicine, and 
the outlawing of the sale of council houses. 

Jeremy Corbyn M.P. expressed dissatisfaction, widely shared 
bv many delegates, of the "pastel shaded electioneering" of 
the I ,ibour Party's Brighton Conference. He said that he 
hoped that the left would play a full role in the forthcoming 
review of I abour's policies, no as to include British withdraw¬ 
al from both Northern Ireland and N.A.T.O. In fact a non 
aligned Britain was demanded by many conference speaker*. 

Tone Bean suggested that a Labour government could legis- 
I at elate revolutionary change with the backing of powerful 
working class action outside of Parliament. 

Everyone expressed excitement at the collapse of the Stock 
Market the- pretending week. Paul Foot, journalist and ('em 
ral Committee member of the S**c label Workers Party, hoped 
that Bryan Gould had brought "millions of shares". 

Basic ally the inaugural Socialist Conference was a very ne 
evsvary event to rejuvenate the radical left. However there 
were i ertain arguments and factional flgnttng to murr it, such 
.!■ Bernit Grant and Led Knight (the surcharged former leader 
of I .imbeth ( iHincll) engaging in a slanging match over whe 
ther Grunt had voted for cuts in services during hts time in 
local government, and a Russian speaker bringing a message 
of pe.u •• being b ’oed bv sections of the Troskvist groups. 

The conference was an obvious success, and another one 
i- planned for May, hut in mv view the initiative will hav< 
failed if it dew* not lead to

Red Action atlicla 

Regular readers of (his paper will be aware that over the 
pact couple of issues, we have been publicising an initiative 
to support Republican Socialist prisoners in Ireland. There are 
at present in Ireland, some 800 Republican political prisoners. 
Of these, the vast majority are members of the IRA/Sinn 
Fein. The Welfare of these prisoners Is cared for by a 
scheme set up and run by Sinn Fein known as the Green 
Cross. This pays a sum of money to each prisoner or their 
families - £8 a week to a married man, £7 a week single,- 
which Is aimed at covering the es»ra espenses which are in¬ 
curred through someone being In pr son - travelling expenses 
for visits, cost of things like radios, newspapers etc. 

ANOTHFR GROUP 



Apart from this group of 
prisoners however, there is 
also another much smaller 
group of about 4 dozen priso¬ 
ners who are not members 
of the IRA, but are members 
of the INLA, which is asso¬ 
ciated with the Irish Republi¬ 
can Socialist Party. Because 
these prisoners are not mem¬ 
bers of the IRA, they do not 
qualify for aid from the 
Green Cross, and formerly, 
their welfare was looked af¬ 
ter by the IRSP. However, 
due to the tremendous dis¬ 
array which was caused with¬ 
in this organisation, by the 
well publicised "feud" which 
it suffered earlier this year, 
and due to political implica¬ 
tion arising out of this, which 
mean that for the time being 
at least, the organisation does 
not wish to undertake some 
of the more direct methods 
of fund raising, traditional 
to revolutionary movements, 
the IRSP is not at present 
in the position to give it's 
prisoners the level of support 
which they deserve. 

They have therefore decided 
to offer the revolutionary 
movement in this country a 
chance to show some solidari¬ 
ty with them by assisting 
with the support of these pri¬ 
soners, The idea is for groups 
in this country to undertake 
to "sponsor" a prisoner or 
prisoners, to firstly raise the 
£7 or £8 a week, and also 
to write to him/her and est¬ 
ablish and maintain a relati¬ 
onship with them. 


We in Red Action strongly 
support this move as being 
totally justifiable and politi¬ 
cally correct, and believe It 
offers the chance to achieve 
a number of aims. Firstly and 
most obviously and important¬ 
ly, it provides the aid for the 
prisoners, but as well as this, 
it also offers the chance for 
those in this country who 
claim to be supporters of the 
Irish struggle, to actually do 
something positive to show 
that support instead of just 
talk about it. It is also m a 
small way, a step towards 
the building of real links be¬ 
tween the revolutionary 
movements in Ireland and Bri¬ 
tain, something which we 
have always maintained is 
crucial for the development 
of the movement here. 

SUPPORT GROUPS 

Red Action members have 
already been instrumental in 
the setting up of a small 
number of Republican Socia¬ 
list Prisoners Support Groups, 
which are all sponsoring a 
prisoner each. In the new 
year, we will be contacting 
other groups in this country 
who we think may be inter¬ 
ested in this scheme, with 
a view to establishing a nati¬ 
onally co-ordinated network. 
If you are interested in be¬ 
coming involved in anyway, 
then please get in touch with 
us. Whether you think you 
may be in a position to per¬ 
haps help set up a Support 
Group, or whether you want 
to become involved as an in¬ 


dividual, whatever support you 
are able to offer, will be 
most welcome and put to 
good use.

Dear Alan 

I received your 
letter today. It is good to 
know that you and your com¬ 
rades care enough to set up 
your support group. You say 
in your letter that you re¬ 
ceived a briefing on the- IRSP 
situation while in Belfast for 
the march. Unfortunately I 
do not know anything aixrnt 
Red Action as the censors 
here in the )biI have sent 
your publication to the Nor¬ 
thern Ireland Office, for a 
decision on whether it should 
be allowed in. Maybe they 
think Red Action would be 
"Detrimental to the good 
order of the prison" espec ially 
when we prisoners read about 
the state of the left in Bri¬ 
tain, and what Red Action 
thinks about it. 

Well Alan, let me tell you 
a bit about myself. I'm 2S, 
in jail since I was If). I am 
from a town called Strabane 
which no doubt you will have 
heard of, it having the unen¬ 
viable distinction of being 
Europe's unemployment black- 
spot. When one* looks at the 
sorry history of the Six Coun¬ 
ty Statelet, the reason for 
this becomes clear. It is so 
easy for one to see the con¬ 
flict here as being sectarian, 
Catholic Protestant.

King’s College Hospital In 
London (urns away 15 prema¬ 
ture babies every month be¬ 
cause it can't cope. 

Brompton Hospital in West 
London, the* largest specialist 
children's heart unit in the 
country, has only half of it's 
12 intensive care beds availa¬ 
ble because of cash cuts und 
a shortage of nurses. 

Guy's Hospital in London 
has a premature baby ward 
which should have 30 nurses 
it's got only 18. The intens¬ 
ive cure heart ward where 
children recover from major 
surgery is 10 nurses short.
